By a strange coincidence, Mr. Bush­ 
m an ’s death occurred on the same 
date as that of h :.s brother, Samuel 
Bushman, who died August 21, 1922.

both

of 
strokes, also took place within half 
an hour of the san*1 tirm* of day. 
Mr. Bushman, a son of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Emanuel P. Bushman, was 
horn in Cumberland township. At the 
aire of l l years, he moved to Van­ 
couver, British Columbia, and rem ain­ 
ed in the West for 15 years. He then 
moved to Springfield, Illinois, where 
lie was clerk in a large departm ent 
it ore. 
Returning to Cumberland township, 
he became justice of the peace there. 
Later he served as clerk to the coun­ 
ty commissioners for two term s, and 
clerked in the dry goods store of 
Abner Marks, located on hte site now 
occupied by the G. W. W eaver store, 
Center Square. 
He war nominated on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket for the position of as­ 
to r ate judge, hut lost the election by 
a scant margin. 
Ile was a prominent Mason and 
Knight Templar, joining 
the 
latter 
branch of Masonry at Elmwood Com­ 
mandery, Springfield, Illinois.

by the

This sentence spoken by C. M. Ho­ 
garth, of H arrisburg, one of the tech­ 
nical experts in charge of the present 
cam paign to raise $30,000 in Gettys­ 
burg and Adams county for a nurses’ 
home and betterments at the Annie 
M. W arner Hospital, expressed the un­ 
spoken opinion of some 200 persons, 
team captains, team 
workers 
ami 
others interested in the drive, gathered 
at the Battlefield Hotel on Tuesday 
evening. 
Unqualified support on the p art of 
those persons who were called upon 
to respond to the present campaign 
and the frank expression of reasons 
being received from a few’ prospective 
subscribers who refuse donations were 
the outstanding features of the even­ 
ing. 
Coming from all sections of Adams 
county was a testimonial to those in 
chartae of the drive of the willingness 
of the workers to give their best and 
their all to the campaign. In enthu­ 
siasm and “ pep,” the meeting over­ 
shadowed all previous 
get-together 
meetings. 
Soane of the team captains and team 
w orkers in outlying sections reported 
that they had just gotten their solici­ 
tors organized, but all promised to 
show results within 
the next 
few 
days. 
A num ber of the workers put for­ 
ward reasons for refusals 
received 
from some persons 
solicited.

Adams county farm ers, who a short 
jtim e ago felt that their wheat crop 
! for this year m ight go begging even 
at the low price of ninety cents or a 
dollar a bushel, now point with pride 
to tests recently conducted with flour 
milled from Pennsylvania wheat which 
dem onstrate the future possibilities, it 
is said, in developing a high grade 
wheat crop and in utilizing the greater 
portion of the Pennsylvania crop for 
milling and baking purposes within 
the State, and which may raise the 
price of locally raised 
grain and 
cheapen bread at the same time. 
The tests conducted under the direc­ 
tion of the Bureau of Markets, State 
D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
showed 
that an entirely acceptable loaf of 
bread can be produced when Pennsyl­ 
vania-milled flour is mixed in equal 
part with full strength western milled 
spring flour, according to the report 
issued by the departm ent. 
The cost 
w as found to be one-half a cent less 
on each loaf than when the western 
flour was used alone, and the cost of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
flour 
was 
placed 
at 
$6 
a 
barrel 
a t 
a 
time when millers were receiving only 
$4.25 a barrel f. o. b. New York, on 
flour for export. 
“To feed its 
population, 
Pennsyl­ 
vania require* 50,000,000,000 bushels 
of wheat annually,” said George A. 
Stewart, grain standardization special­ 
ist in the m arketing bureau. “The 
State produces an average of only 25,- 
000,000 bushels a year. 
Some must 
come in from outside, but because of 
the prevalent milling practices in this 
State the bakers pass by the Pennsyl­ 
vania flour and annually import west-

A larm s which have been broadcast 
throughout this section of the coun- f 
try have reached here following a re­ 
port from authorities of W ashington 
county, Maryland, who are searching 
for a negro man and woman whose 
automobile struck and seriously in­ 
jured George Morgan, of Boonsboro, 
on South Mountain, near Hagerstown, 
Tuesday n.ght. 
The negroes in a small automobile 
were driving toward H agerstow n and 
Morgan who is 
slightly 
deaf 
was 
walking in an opposite direction. As 
tho machine approached Morgan the 
driver suddenly swerved the car and 
it struck Morgan, knocking h:m to the 
ground, according to the report. 
The 
n e g r o e s hurriedly abandoned 
the car and entered another car con­ 
taining several negroes 
which 
was 
only a short distance behind them .’ 
The car was driven away in the di­ 
rection of Hagerstown. 
Morgan was picked up and taken 
to Boonsboro, where he was attended 
by Dr. J. Hubert Wade. 
He was 
found to have suffered a severe scalp 
wound, a cut on the forehead, prob­ 
able internal Injuries and bruises and 
shock. 
His condition was said Tues­ 
day night to he serious.

tory it serves, but also fo- b etter­ 
ments and improvements to the Hos­ 
pital itself. 
“Such a nurses’ homf

State appropriations for the institu­ 
tion.”

corporations selling stock in Pennsyl­ 
vania since the state securities act 
passed by the 1923 legislature went 
into effect on August I have been vio­ 
lated has been obtained by the sta te 
bureau of securities, the bureau a n ­ 
nounced in a statem ent Monday. 
Although those served with orders 
apparently had ceased selling stock, 
the bureau declared th a t’ in several 
instances they have “ persisted” in is­
